A pile of imported books, some in 
fine and costly bindings, others in 
flimsy paper covers, all condemned 
by Senator Smoot of 
Utah, as 
salacious and obscene, was the cen­ 
ter today of the senate’s daily 
tariff wrangle, 
> The question at issue was whether 
the provisions of existing laws giv­ 
ing custom officials discretionary 
power to prevent the importation 
of such volumes aa they consider 
immoral are to be continued under 
the tariff bill now In process of 
formulation 
Senator Cutting, republican, New 
Mexico, 
denouncing 
the 
present 
situation as censorship, was the 
leader of a vigorous campaign for 
the revocation of the authorly now 
given the customs officials. Ile had 
succeeded in rescinding this power 
when the tariff bill was before the 
senate in committee of the whole, 
and today sought to keep the sen­ 
ate 
from 
reversing its 
previous 
action. 
Smoot Obtains Evidence. 
Smoot, the chairman of the fi­ 
nance committee, in charge of the 
tariff bill, was the leader of the 
opposing camp, 
He had obtained 
the stack of books from the cus­ 
toms service and hailed it before 
the senate aa a specific example of 
the literature he claims would pour 
into the country should the cus­ 
toms censorship be removed. 
A single concession was offered 
by the committee chairman, this 
an amendment to permit the secre­ 
tary of the treasury, at his d e se r­ 
tion to "admit the so-called classics 
or books of recognised or establish­ 
ed literary or scientific merit,” but 
only when imported for non-com­ 
mercial purpose*.” 
Smoot's secretary carried the pile 
of books into the senate chamber 
yesterday afternoon and 
stacked 
them up on the desk of Senator 
Watson, the republican leader. Im­ 
mediately. senators from both sides 
of the aisle gathered about it. 
Something less than a dozen books 
were left when the cluster of sena­ 
tors dispersed. 
Senator Borah of Idaho, propped 
his feet up on his desk and read 
until he realized that he was the 
cause of considerable tittering in 
the galleries.

In acceding to the ultimatum of the United States 
commission, providing for the election of a provision­ 
al president and the selection of a legislature which 
ty but the name and address must accompany each j 
tn turn elect a president In accordance with the 


constitution, President Louis 
Bomo of 
Haiti suc­ 
cumbed to the Inevitable. 
For Bori rn knew, as did 
everyone at all familiar with conditions in the black 
republic, that no government can exist there for any 
length of time without the support of the United 
States. 
When the threat was made by the commissioners 
representing this government to withdraw such sup­ 
port unless Bomo acceded to the demand for a pro­ 
visional government and the election of a legislature, 
Bomo knew that lf the threat were carried into exe­ 
cution, not only would his government be overthrown 
in short order, but that he would have small chance 
of escaping with his life. 
The present government of Haiti was erected by the 
United States, an official of which wrote the consti­ 
tution under which it has operated for more than 
fifteen years, during most of which time Bomo has 
been the chief executive. That he has been an effi­ 
cient executive is agreed by those who are familiar 
with the facta, but Haitians are a revolutionary peo­ 
ple and it irks them beyond measure to go so long 
without a change. They are restless, impulsive and 
emotional, and that which they have not to always 
apparently better than that which they have. 
Under the constitution Bomo has. with support of 
the United States, been able to perpetuate himself in 
office, the fundamental law providing that the presi­ 
dent shall be elected by the legislature, which meets 
only when called by the chief executive. In the ab­ 
sence of the legislature its functions devolve upon 
the council of state, which to appointed by the presi­ 
dent. and which of course follows his wishes. Bomo 
has never called a session of the legislature and has 
each time that his term expired been re-elected by the 
council of state.
